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NRA money still welcome at Marshall Schools

The Kentucky school district 
where two 15-year-old stu­
dents were gunned down by 
a fellow classmate in Januacy 
received about $5,300 in grant 
money from the National Rifle 
Association Foundation two 
years ago. 

But Marshall County 
Schools does not plan on fol­
lowing the move of a Florida 
school district-where 17 peo­
ple were killed at a school on 
Valentine's Day - by ceasing 
to accept future money from 
the gun-rights organization. 

"I'm not against the NRA," 
Marshall County Schools Su­
perintendent Trent Lovett 
said. "Without somebody 
pulling the trigger, these guns 
wouldn't do what they're do-
. » mg. 

The NRA has come under 
criticism after the shooti11g 
at Stoneman Douglas High 
School in Parkland, Florida. 
Many of its corporate part­
ners have severed ties with the 
group, and the school district 
opted to reject future grants 
after learning the shootil'lg 
suspect, Nu{Qlas Cruz, was 
on a school rifle team that re-

ceived NRA money. 
Across the nation, few school 

districts have followed suit. 
In Kentucky, school districts 

and schools received nearly 
$59,000 from the NRA for 
shootil'lg programs and equip­
ment, according to an Asso­
ciated Press analysis of the 
gun-rights group's tax filings. 
That is 17 percent of the more 
than $349,000 given to orga­
nizations in the state between 
2010 and 2016, many of which 
primarily serve youths. 

Just under $85,000 was giv­
en in Kentucky in 2016, which 
was over $50,000 more than 
in 2010, the data show. The 
amount of money given in the 
state has increased every year 
since 2013. 

Marshall County Schools' 
board of education received a 
$5,309 grant in 2016 for a gen­
eral shootil'lg program, the da­
tabase shows. Marshall Coun­
ty Schools oversees Marshall 
County High School, where 
15-year-olds Bailey Holt and 
Preston Cope were shot and 
killed on Jan. 23. 

Lovett said the money was 
likely nsed for the scl1ool' s trap 
shootil'lg or arcllery teams. 

"It's not like we have a ton 
of it," Lovett said, referring 

to the grant money. "And if 
it's to help one of our teams 
or whatever the case may be, 
I would not be opposed to 
acceptil'lg that money at this 
time. I won't say that won't 
ever change." 

The NRA Fow1dation gave 
more than $7 million in grants 
to roughly soo elementacy, 
middle and high scllools in the 
United States, the AP analysis 
found. The money was part of 
the NRA's larger community 
grant progrant, whicll distrib­
uted more than $61 million 
over the seven-year period to 
nonprofit and governn1ent 
organizations, nearly half of 
which went to grant proposals 
that involved youths. 

NRA did not immediately 
respond to a Courier Journal 
email seeking comment on 
Monday. 

NRA money in Kentucky 
schools 

In Kentucky, a total of so 
grants were doled out to 28 
schools and organizations be­
tween 2010 and 2016, accord­
ing to the AP database. 

The state's $349,348 to­
tal ranked 32nd an1ong U.S. 
states and Washington, D.C. 
The amount of grant money 
per 100,000 people ranked 

3jth, based on 2010 U.S. Cen­
sus population data. 

According to the database, 
24 of the grants in Kentucky 
were given for the sole pur­
pose of purcllasing equipment, 
17 funded shootil'lg programs 
and four funded competitive 
shootil'lg competitions. Other 
reasons included training, 
safety and range improve­
ments. 

Roughly $48,000 was given 
directly to six schools spread 
across Hardin, Daviess, 
Shelby, Harrison and Lewis 
counties. 1\vo other school 
districts - those in Marshall 
and Graves counties -also re­
ceived funding, worth another 
$10,600. 

Five of the six schools that 
received grants used the mon­
ey for JRarc progt·anlS, the 
analysis found. 

Lewis County Scllools, in 
northeastern Kentucky, used 
a $5,232 gt·ant in 2016 to buy 
five precision air rifles and two 
long-ra11ge targets, according 
to Superintendent Jamie Wed­
dington He said the scllool' s 
JROTC progran1 has applied 
for another grant this cycle to 
buy 20 target systelllS so the 
district could host shootil'lg 
competitions. 

'They're providing grants 
for stuff to be used at our 
schools," Weddington said. 
'They pay to help support our 
JRarc progrant, so I don't 
have any issues .... It's a grant 
like any other grant out there." 

NRA contnbutions to youth 
groups 

The other roughly $291,000 
funneled into the state by the 
NRA over the same timeframe 
primarily went to organiza­
tioilS that sponsored shooting 
teams, Boy Scout troops and 
gun clubs. 

The Northern Kentucky 
Scholastic Trapshootil'lg Tean1 
in Calllpbell County received 
the most money in the state 
- $54,872 spread across six 
grants, according to the data­
base. 

The seoond-largest recipient 
of the grants was the Lincoh1 
Heritage Boy Scouts Coun­
cil, whicll is headquattered 
in Louisville and serves 64 
counties across four different 
states, including Dlinois, Indi­
ana and Termessee. 

The organization received 
$52,454 in six grants that are 
being used to provide equip­
ment and funding for shootil'lg 
programs, according to the da­
tabase.
